Since the letter signed Education 
appeared in the columns of this paper, 
tho trustees and the teachers of the 
Coilegiate Institute have, we under¬ 
stand, held meetings. We suppose at 
each of these meetings there was a 
little desire to give the Express “partic¬ 
ular fits.” if so, nothing came of It, so 
far as we know. At the meeting of 
the trustees, all the members seemed to 
bo of opinion that no fault or blame 
could be attached to the teachers for 
the poor showing made by the Insti¬ 
tute at the recent exams. Tacitly it 
seemed to be admitted that thero was 
something wrong. For want of any¬ 
where else to lay the blame, it seems 
the examination papers are to be made 
the scapegoat. So we infer from the 
Beaver of last week. It must seem 
strange, however, to most folks, that 
some schools were able to pass as high 
as 00 per cent, in the Primary, and 
surely this does not look as though 
the paj>ers wero very hard. There can 
be but little doubt that the papers 
were of a general character, aud would 
be confusing to pupils who had merely 
“crammed” for the examination. The 
Beaver gets off quite a lengthy article 
in last week’s issue in defence of the 
“poor showing” made by the Institute 
but forgets to say that tho“Educational 
Journal,” which it quotes, is publish¬ 
ed for teachers and trustees, and also 
forgets to quote the Journal whore it 
says, the papers although a trifle di¬ 
fficult showed a “leaning to virtue’s 
side.” The only way to arrive at an 
estimate of the work done in the Col¬ 
legiate Institute that is known to the 
public is by comparison with other 
schools. If the papers were very diffi¬ 
cult, all schools should show a decreas¬ 
ed percentage of passed candidates. 
That this is not the case is apparent 
by results. The average over the pro¬ 
vince for Primary being 311 per cent., 
and for Junior Leaving 50 per cent. 
The Napanee Institute being provided 
with almost every known appliance 
necessary, and possessing a large staff 
of teachers, should make a showing 
above the average, not below it. The 
building and equipments being “second 
to none” as we have been assured time 
and again, why should the average of 
successful scholars be so low. This is 
the question, and the public want a 
satisfactory answer. 

T11E LATE JAMES TROW. 

By the sudden death of Mr. James 
Trow, ex-M.P. for South Perth, the 
Dominion has lost one of its most pop¬ 
ular and estimable citizens. For 
twenty years Mr. Trow represented 
South Perth in the House of Commons 
and sat for the same riding for a term 
in the Ontario Legislature. During 
nearly tho whole of his parliamentary 
career he was chief whip of the Reform 
party, and though a staunch supporter 
of his party on all occasions, his gen¬ 
iality, kindness, and uniform good 
humor won for him the respect and ad¬ 
miration of everybody. During the 
later years of his life Mr. Trow travel¬ 
led much, visiting Europe on several 
occasions. He did a great deal towards 
making the richness of the Canadian 
Northwest known to the world, hav¬ 
ing travelled over the plains long be¬ 
fore the Canadian Pacific railway was 
built, and published pamphlets des¬ 
cribing his trips. Mr. Trow was a 
Welshman by birth, and emigrated to 
Canada when 1(> years old. Ho began 
life as a school teacher und by careful 
attention to business acquired a con¬ 
siderable fortune. He leaves a widow 
and live sons, who have the sympathy 
of the whole Doiniuioniu their sorrow.

We fail to see any 
good grounds for Conservative oppo¬ 
sition to Sir John Thompson. His 
ability is unquestionable; and the 
element of the party that opposed his 
advent to leadership a year ago be¬ 
cause they feared ho was too honest a 
politician to be successful, have surely 
by this time recognized that they Mis¬ 
judged his character.

The troubles of Ham¬ 
burg, however, have not arisen from 
its size, but from the filthy surround¬ 
ings of many of its residences and its 
impure water water supply. Its terri¬ 
ble experience is a warning to ovory 
«*iiy, town, and village in tho world. 
Cholera cannot thrive where the peo¬ 
ple are cleanly, cat good food, and drink 
pure water.

Wonder Workers. 

An English mint possesses an electrically 
operated machine for counting coins. 

A Vienna omnibus company employs in¬ 
candescent electric lamps upon its vehicles. 

There is a tree iu Jamaica known &* the 
life tree on account of its leaves growing 
even after Wing severed from the plant; 
only by fire can it be entirely destroyed. 

The Russian physician who proposes to 
euro neuralgic pains by throwing a beam of 
electric light from an arc lamp on the part 
affected is entitled to a respectful hearing. 
It will be a long time before we exhaust the 
uses of this mystic agent. 

A French manufacturer makes minute 
electric lamps nWut the size of a nca lor the 
use of photographers ia the dark room. 
They are intended to be mounted in the 
middle of a pair of spectacles or on the 
frame without the glasses, the lamp Wing 
shielded by a rcHcctor. The battery is mode 
up of accumulator cells. 

A (icrninn chemist lias j atented a method 
for the isolation of the fibres of wood so that 
they can be sphn and made into yarns capa¬ 
ble of Wing wdveu. The w ood is first cut 
into thin strips, which are repeatedly pass¬ 
ed Wtwcen roughened rollers, so that they 
arc Wnt and crocked in many places. 
After thorough treatment in this manner 
the mass is finally changed into a fibrous 
substance, tho fibres Wing very delicate 
and soft, and yet strong. It is said that 
the material can W spun like cotton, and 
takes colors very well. 

A Herman has patented a process for 
making barrels without staves. The trunk 
of a tree is sawed into lengths to the size 
of the barrel required, and tho chunks are 
placed in a boiler and Wiled fora few hours. 
It is believed that if a current of electricity 
W passed through the Wiler a chemical ac¬ 
tion is generated that softens the wood for 
working. After the boiling the bark is 
stripped from the chunks. In front of a 
cutting tool the chunks are held by forks in 
a manner similar to that in which a piece of 
wood is held in a lathe. The chunk revolves 
rapidly against the edges of a fixed broad 
blade that cuts a continuous sheet of soft 
wood of any desired thickness. The strip 
passes to a flat table, where it is cut trans¬ 
versely into lengths of the required size. 
One machine cuts grooves for the head and 
Wttom, and another cuts V-shaped slots 
out of the edges. Then the pieces are bent 
into cylinders and hooped. Moisture is ex¬ 
tracted by a drying g^pcess.

Victoria, Sept. 14.- Robert H. Ward, 
proprietor of the Albion Hotel, 7 Herald- 
street, dropped dead in the hotel Monday 
afternoon, presumably of heart disease. 
An inquest will be held, after a post¬ 
mortem at Lockhart’s undertaking par¬ 
lors. The body will then be embalmed and 
sent east to the deceased's old home, St. 
Thomas, Ont., for interment. Mr. Ward 
was 42 years of age and leaves a wife. He 
lived in Victoria for many years and is 
well known. 

Telegraphic Briefs, 

Rear-Admiral John Cummiug Howell of 
the United State* Navy died at Folkestone, 
Eng. 

Th* will of the la^e George William Cur¬ 
tis bequeaths $60,000, the vuluo of the es¬ 
tate, to tbe widow. 

Part of the accommodation train on the 
Ohampacae and Havana division of the 
Illinois Central Railroad was thrown from 
the track near Lincoln, UL, last night. 
Twelve persons were severely injured. 
Several may die. 

Mrs. Margaret Sheehan and her 7-year- 
old daughter were burned to death at mid- 
uight at Stockton, Cal. It is supposed the 
woman dropped a lighted kcroseue lamp, 
which set her clothing on fire. 

A serious rise has begun in the Nile. 
All the European and nativo engineers em¬ 
ployed in the irrigation department have 
been recalled from their furloughs, and the 
Khedive has telegraDhod to the provincial 
mudirrs to prepare for tho emergency. 

Martin Burke, the convicted Cronin 
murderer, is said to be slowly dying of con¬ 
sumption in the penitentiary at Elgin, Ill., 
arfd it is said ho cannot live much longer. 
Burke says the prison officials have over¬ 
worked him, but this is donied. 

The woods are full of firo from Wind 
River‘to Bear l’rsirie, Washington. This 
comprises the finest timber in the section. 
The loss will amount to several million 
dollars. Many peoplo in the w oods tiro 
miles back ol Bear Prairie aro in great 
danger.

SAFELY HOUSED ASIIOUE. 


THE QUARANTINED PASSENGERS ON 
FIRE ISLAND. 

Tho Opposition to Tlielr Debarking on 
Fir# Island Was Overcome and They 
Aro Well Provided For- Troop* 

Wore Called For lint Will Not 
llo Needed—An Appeal for Funds. 

Bauyixjn, L.I., Sept. 14.—From all in¬ 
dications in this place the Bay Shore men’s 
little war is over. The Normannia's pas¬ 
sengers have all been safely landed and have 
been made as comfortable as possible. They 
have plenty of good food, nice rooms, at¬ 
tendance and everything that they can 
wish except freedom. There is no need 
now to send any troops hore On Fire 
Island, in Babylon, at I..Jip and 
at Bay Shore all is q»»i«t. This 
evening the Associated Press correspon¬ 
dent in tho face of half a galo of wind 
put off frem Babylon and took a scudding 
view of the quarantined passengers on 
Fire Island. The lights in the big hotel 
burned cheerfully. People were coming and 
going before the windows and everything 
seemed as peaceful as possible. Away to 
the southwest angry banks of clouds had 
gathered, and the waves more than once 
gave a sample ot what the Cephous and her 
passengers would have experienced if that 
vessel had been compollgcl to lie at anchor 
in the channel last night. 

The sheriff has informed Governor Flower 
that there is no further use for troops. It 
is expected that the military will bo with¬ 
drawn to-morrow and they will not go to 
Firs Island. 

The quarantine is little less than a farce. 
A number of boats and yiwbts have landed 
people who were permitted free intercourse 
with tho NormannitC’e detained cabin 

passengers. 


Troops I’or Fire Island. 

New York, Kept. 14.— Yesterday after¬ 
noon Governor Flower decided to send tho 
13th Regiment of Brooklyn to Fire Island, 
and they were ordered to bo ready to take 
a special Long Island train at o o’clock. 

Adjutants General Porter passed a sleep¬ 
less night last night in prcpaiiug all tne 
Arrangements. The total military force of 
investment will equal 1000 men. This is 
the first time the naval reserro has been 
called out for active duty and thoy will be 
given an opportunity to show what they 
can do as active militia.

TRAGEDY AT MONACO- 

A Young Man fthoots Himself at the 
1’rlncess’ Feet. 

Berlin, .Sept. 14.—-The Fredemblatt by 
a dispatch frdm Monaco giving an account 
of a sensational tragedy at that place. 
Prince Albert of Monaco and his wife, the 
Princess Alice, on returning from their re- 
cent tour were received with great en¬ 
thusiasm by the people of the principality, 
the attaches of the Casino turning out 
•specially in strong force to greet him. The 
little army of members was drawn up at 
tho landing, as a guard of honor, and the 
Governor and couuoil were present to de 
liver addresses. 

The cannon thundered a greeting and the 
scene was of a most joyous and festal char* 
actor when suddenly a young man burst 
through the throng and rushed toward 
Prince Albert and the Princess. He was 
well-dressed, but his wild and disordered 
appearance at once caused dismay among 
the group which surrounded the sovereign. 
In his hand he grasped a weapon, and be¬ 
fore anybody could interfere be raised the 
pistol, for such it was, and putting it close 
to his head, fired and fell dead at the feet 
of the PrinceAs. The Princess, who had a 
moment before been all smiles, nearly 
fainted. She gavo a cry of alarm and sank 
back in the unns of her husband. 

A dozen officers sprang forward and 
seized tile prostrate bony, only to find that 
life was extinct. The life blood which 
oozed from the wound almost stained the 
garments of the Princess. On searching 
the body not even a centime was found, 
but thero was a ticket to the Casino which 
told the story of his fats. He had evi¬ 
dently been overcome by despair, after los¬ 
ing alt he had in the great gambling estab¬ 
lishment which supplies a revenue to sup¬ 
port the Prince of Monaco in luxury, and 
had determined to end his life at the feet 
of the Prince,, 

Princo Albert and the Princess were so 
•hocked that the recoption ceremonies came 
to an almost abrupt conclusion, and they 
both hurried once more abroad their mag¬ 
nificent yacht and sailed toward the South. 
The body of the suicide was bore to an un¬ 
marked grave in the cemetery which con¬ 
tains so many victims of Mt. Blanc gaming 
tables.

To the Citizens of New York: 

The committee of tho Chamber of Com¬ 
merce deem it prudent to raise a fund of at 
least $“.>0,000 to be placed at the eity's 
disposal for use in case of need ip the 
present emergency. All officials aro 
obliged to act with reference to lirect 
legal authorization for thejusc of the money. 
Contingencies will arrive, aud in fact 
have already arisen, where the comirtittco 
of the Chamber, if provided with $iuda 
could render substantial aid. Every effort 
w ill be m&dc to obtain u refund from thu 
proper authorities. NVheu the emergency 
is over any surplus not used and any 
amount refunded will bo returned pro ratn 
to the donors.

Quarantine, N.Y., Sept. 14.-— Dr. 
Jenkins has been very anxious during the 
evening as the arrival of the steamer 
Pegasus, which left New York with the 
naval reserve for Firo Island in order to 
protect thu passengers of tho Normacnia, 
if the residents tried to prevent 
the landing.

PROF. LOUDON APPOINTED. 

The OoTcrnment Name* the New Pre¬ 
sident of Toronto University. 

Toronto, Sept. 14. — At a meeting 
| of the Executive Council of the Pro* 
vine* jexteiday afternoon an order 
wae pruned appointing Prof. Loudon Presi¬ 
dent of the Provincial University in the 
j ! room of the late ^resident, Sir Daniel Wil¬ 
son. The salary flxod at $5000 per year 
1 ; — $8900 as professor and $1800 as president. 

This announcement will create no surprise, 
but will be received with general satisfaction 
by University alumni everywhere. With bis 
fellow- graduates Prof. Ixjudon has always 
been popular, and to them it would have 
been a serious dlsappointin "it had h<« tw<-n 



pasted over. Of this there never was any 
senous chance. From the first it was Prof. 
Loudon, or aoine outsider of eminence, whom 
nobody was prepared to name, and to those 
who saw beneath the surface tl.is meant the 
conclusion which has just been reached 
The New President. 

The rocord of Prof. Loudon's career must 
bt brief, for It lias been comparatively 
void of stirring InC^cnt. Horn iu this 
city in 1842, lie whs educated in the 
Toronto public huIiooIh and at Upper Canada 
College, from which lie passed to the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto with more than average dis¬ 
tinction. As a matriculant ho took a high 
stand in both classics and mathematics, 
which were regarded Then, even more than 
now, ai the great means of liberal culture. 
Mr. Loudou maintained bis pru-emiuonce 
during Ids undergraduate course, and in 
1802 took the degree of ft A. with a gold 
medal in mathenmtlcs. Ho was at once ap¬ 
pointed a member of tho teaching staff of 
University College, being required to give 
instruction in both mathematics and classics, 
though ho wns shortly after confined to 
the former. At that time the professor of 
mathematics was J. 11. L’Uerrirnan.M.A..who 
retired in 1870 to become inspector of insur¬ 
ance companies under the Dominion Govern- 
meat. During the 14 years of bis tutorship, 
Mr. Loudou dovoted ldm<elf largely to “ap-

LUNDY OF BRAMPTON FOUND 
GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


In April Last Be Shot ffls Wife, Rilling 
Her Almost Instantly, lint the Jury 
Saved Him from the Gallows—Sen¬ 
tenced to Twenty Tears' Imprisonment 
hit Kingston. 

Brampton, Ont., Sept. 14.— James IJ. 
Lundy was tried at the assizes yesterday 
f r the murder of his wife, Clementina, in 
April last. While his wife was entertain 
ing visitors at ths Lundy residence, tho 
Brampton House, Lundy called his wife to 
the kitchen and fired three revolver shots 
at her, all the bullets taking eflfsct and 
death being almost instantaneous. 

Ths evidence was conclusive of murder, 
but the jury returned a verdict of man¬ 
slaughter, and the judge reprimanded them 
for their leniency. Lundy whs sentenced 
to 20 years in Kingston Penitentiary. 
Lundy is 45 years of age.

The System of National School Not *ati»* 
factory. 

Winnipeg, Kept. 14.—In an interview | 
with Archbishop Tache Tuesday, reference 
was made to a Winnipeg despatch which 
appeared in Le Canadian, which stated 
that Sir John Thompson would receive 
from Archbishop Tasche a letter accepting 
the situation here. His grace ridicu'cd the 
despatch. He had received no communica¬ 
tion and sent none. Newspapers were 
frequently publishing absurd stories. It 
had even been said in an eastern papa 
that the visit of his cousin, M. Lucre, from 
Quebec, who was u Protestant, had been 
made on political business of the church.

Taking 
the seven dnvs altogether there is still an in¬ 
crease of 124(H) over last year, but the slight 
decrease of $<4 compared with 1890. 

The Five Mock Exhibition. 

The llvo stock at the Industrial this yeor 
surpasses all exhibit# of previous yoars and 
has probably never l»eon iwiitefi in America, 

The cattle exhibit is of about the same 
dimensions as last year and is superior in 
quality. There are large exhlbite of I)ur 
hame, Aberdeen Angus, Jerseys and Hoi- 
steins aud a considerable number of Ayre- 
sbires and Devons. The Holsteins are 
steadily increasing in numbers, ond it Is ex¬ 
pected that they will for a few years yet. 
Canadian breeders have wrought much im¬ 
provement in this breed of cattle. Instead 
of the former slab-sided beasts, Holsteins 
are now well formed, handsome animals. 
Among fat cattle, too, the quality is better 
than It usod to be. instead of lumpy, clumsr 
beasts, Caundihn fat cattlo are now well- 
formsd, good-looking beasts and are quite as 
Loavy as formerly. 

Tbs sheep exhibit is iu the opinion of most 
sheepmen the greatest ever held in America. 
It is half os large again os it was last roar, 
and the quality is of the very finest. Near¬ 
ly all the Englisu Roval winners iu Canada 
are on exhibition, Tbo greatest increase is 
In Cotswolde. 

The pig exhibit is about the samo size as 
last year. The quality is on tbo whole 
better. Suffolk! are increasing in numbers. 
There ar© not nearly so many 1’amwortb* as 
during the last two years The attempt to 
Introduce the red hogs ssems to have failed. 
Among the improved Yorkshires and the 
Uerksbires the heaviest hogs are found. One 
or two in each variety tip tbo scale a little 
over 800 lbs There are many Royal prire- 
winners, and the exhibit would D* 
even finer if hogs bad been imported into 
Canada this year. The preralenee of disease 
amoug European hogs has caused the entire 
prohibition of foreign hogs during the past 
year, 

Tbs exhibit of poultry aud pigeons is th# 
largest ever held in Canada. The principal 
increase is In Minorcas, Plymouth Rocks, 
Wrapdotte and Buff Cochins. The Bantam 
exhibit is perhaps the finest portion of the 
collection. The ornamental varieties are 
particularly beautiful and interesting. The 
Pekin Bantams, which are miniature Coch¬ 
ins, attract a great deal of atteution. 

The pigeons and pet stock are more nu¬ 
merous than ever. The Carriers end Pouterf 
seem to be the Hjoat popular breeds.
